Does Mr Bill Revans 
have any knowledge of the DPRK questioning process ( not in North Korea as this 
country is misnamed by the Western world and its real name is misspelled) of 
asking questions to local authorities? I assume this knowledge is based on general 
false western propaganda showing DPRK as a country full of famine, concentration 
camps' and similar horrors. The knowledge that Mr Bill Revans has about the DPRK 
is a collection of lies and total nonsense served to us by Western media. In this 
fume of absurdity Mr Bill Revans uses the simile for the questioning process’ in the 
DPRK local government system in reference to the UK which is extremely stupid 
and exposing his low level mentality and poisoned mind by Western and anti DPRK 
propaganda.

What are we, local people, supposed to enjoy? For a minute's chance to ask 
questions at generously arranged sessions and a great favor to us for being able to 
ask questions to the Council Meetings? Possibility of asking three questions at every 
meeting ... allowed three minutes for each question ... 


I do not know which would be more suitable, cry or laugh? 


In the DPRK, ordinary citizens have the right to ask and express opinions to local 
government structures, and these institutions have a duty to respond to them up to 
and including the central level: 


Citizens are entitled to submit complaints and petitions. 
The State shall investigate and deal with complaints 
and petitions impartially as stipulated by law’ 


( Article 69. Chapter V. fundamental Rights and duties of citizens 6., 
of the Socialist Constitution of the DPRK ) 


I myself ( the author ) of this article as an example have been waiting for over a 
month for any response from Council to my written complaint. No response. This is 
how the County Council treats the citizen and the taxpayer. Insolence and 
ignorance 


But let's go back to the article. In the final part of the article, the author of the 
article in the subtitle "What's unknown ' say that: '... we still have not been able to get 
a handle on how the managing of the new council's assets will be managed ...'. So 
let's be happy that we don't live in the DPRK as Mr Bill Revans says and we don't 
know how our public money from our subsidies is spent. Council is spending 
money in an unknown way. Great deal. Is it a feature of UK democracy? 
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As compare how the locally funds are maintained with the responsibility of 
submitting a report on its implementation in the DPRK, the importance of this issue 
is evidenced by the fact, that it was included in the Socialist Constitution of the 
DPRK: 


'The local People's Assembly has the following duties and authority to: 


2. deliberate and approve the local budget and the report on its implementation' 


( Article 140. Section 6., of the Socialist Constitution of the DPRK 
The Local People's Assembly ) 


and also, 
The local People's Committee has the following duties and authority to: 


7. compile the local budget and adopt measures for its implementation' 


( Article 147. Section 7., of the Socialist Constitution of the DPRK 
The Local People's Committee ) 


So, are we really lucky to not live in 'North KoreaP And do you know how to spend 
ours money as it is claimed by Somerset County Council Leader Bill Revans? 


What is the kind of luck we have in Somerset as Mr Bill Revans assures us? 


Let's start a bit by describing life in Taunton in Somerset and show how the level 
is here and what kind of 'democratic' is. 


S0, is it a democracy available to all if ordinary citizens of the locally community 
have no impact to choose his representative? 


In the current year 2023, for the local council elections in Taunton, Council office 
sent letters of notification of people running for council seats. Really, it is a very 
specific democracy that puts the potential voter in front of a fait accompli and 
leaves him no choice or the right to decide who his candidate is. Instead, it 
announces out of nowhere that such candidates from the liberal political wing, of 
course, and it tells you what day and time the election is. 


That is it. 


Is this true democracy and freedom of choice? Where is the opinion and proposals 
of candidates from common citizens of the local community? Where and what way 
local people are allowed to give them representatives to take seats in local council? 


What influence do I and others of the working class have on who will represent my 
interests, the interests of the working class majority in Somerset? 
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No influence. No impact. Not at all. 


Of course, representatives of this pseudo - democracy will claim that they are the 
representatives of the majority, but in fact they have nothing to do with the majority 
of the local society and are representatives of the local bureaucratic and business 
world supported by the funds of the bourgeois liberal party and other locally ruling 
classes representative of petty - bourgeois parasites class. 


So comparing this British liberal pseudo - democracy with the real people's 
democracy of a socialist state which is the Democratic People's Republic of Korea is 
really poor. In DPRK, local government representatives are elected FROM and BY 
the local majority, by the local community. In the UK, on the example of Somerset 
Council, we are dealing with a dictatorship rather than any kind of democracy. How 
to call imposing from above through a closed selection procedure not for people 
from outside candidates for regional authorities from one and the same right wing 
of the political Liberal Democrats who forgot about the problems of ordinary people 
a long time ago serving them more and more costs of living? 


Let's now look at the accomplishments of the Somerset Council, which has 
recently merged from five county councils into one. It is worth adding here that this 
was done to reduce costs and be more effective. But how does this relate to a 
drastic increase in council tax? 


Life in a county town as Taunton is, where is located new Somerset Council and 
Mr Bill Revans claim his big happiness of 'no life in the DPRK' is a home which has 
not improved even one bit to anything. We still see the same problems. Here are the 
streets and squares with sidewalks covered with garbage and waste. 


After every weekend, there is especially garbage from the leftovers of fast food 
night open shops with plastic wrappers, boxes, bootless ... left in front of the pubs 
and covered roads. This garbage, not cleaned up, remains scattered by the wind on 
the lawns and streets, covering the city areas more and more tightly. 


Some time ago Somerset West and Taunton Council proudly shouted about as 
they claimed: beautiful and much needed for ordinary people avenue by Riverside. 
Is worth to know, Somerset West and Taunton Council spent £16m delivering the 
Riverside development. As example: the council revealed it spent just only £420,000 
on ... new steps down to the River Tone, paid for by the community infrastructure 


levy. 
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What do we see today after when this project was opened? 


Dozens of empty rooms in new build halls of the Riverside development. empty 
rooms from shops waiting to be rented. Why are they empty? The current recession 
and the cost of electricity, rent, etc. are too expensive for someone to rent them. 
And so a huge investment focused on making a profit through the economic laws of 
predatory capitalism full of internal contradictions remains useless and the wind 
blows in empty halls of these new build shops in the Taunton Riverside 
development. 


But, at the same time from time immemorial at Musgrove Park Hospital, patients 
in the Accident & Emergency department are still crammed into a tiny room and 
one reception area waiting an average of eight hours or more. 


But A&E in hospitals in capitalist terms does not generate profits of course. 


So, are we lucky to live in Taunton as Mr Bill Revans claim with decisions of the 
social investment policy conducted by the local Council? As we see, this opinion is 
completely detached from the real needs of people and focused on the needs of 
business and the capitalist lust for profit. 


Has the Riverside development been opened to ordinary people? To their urgent 
local needs? Of course not. It has become mostly open to companies and businesses 
to make a profit and the mentioned stairs or other smaller attractions in the form of 
benches or flower beds of greenery are just decoration. 


For the image of the quality of life in the Taunton city managed by a great optimist 
and lucky for not living in DPRK, let Mr. Bill Revans complete with a few pictures of 
weekend night car rallies in a deafening roar and daring races, led by drunk and 
drugged teenagers around the city center and at the same time lack of any police 
patrols. Such patrols are seen very effectively in the afternoon after ... Lunchtime on 
weekdays walking the main streets without seeing any problems. The picture of 
misery and stupid waste of public money is complemented by wandering around 
aimlessly and playing with the sound and light signals of ambulances, burning tons 
of fuel in senseless drives from hospital to depot with boredom. 


Indeed, the variety of nightlife in Taunton cannot be complained about, happily 
living here... 


Somerset Council has no luck even with local businesses as they try to lie in their 
publications that they support them extensively. The current capitalist recession 
caused by corrupt ruling elites has also left its mark on the level of service here as 
well. A number of shops and services, such as the long - established 'Debenhams' 
department store and a dozen shops including a popular local craftsman's shop, a 
large 'Card Factory' shop and a two pubs, have all closed. 
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Resume, comparing a country where socialist democracy, the true majority 
democracy watch every penny spent publicly from the state coffers and not from 
looting taxes ( every kind of tax was abolished in the DPRK in 1974 ), in a country 
where there is order and discipline on the city streets and there are no drunken 
teenagers racing at night and homeless people living on the streets and also where 
allows for direct election of local representatives by all, by the majority and the 
citizens themselves hold local power to the dubious quality of minority democracy of 
wealthy groups holding local power, the compare to UK is extremely stupid and 
inappropriate. 


Democratic People's Republic of Korea with its achievements in building socialism 
under the direction of the Juche idea gives every citizen a free house and provides 
free education with free healthcare. The prices of public goods and services have not 
changed for decades. So where is the happiness of life? Who is more lucky to live in 
his country, UK or DPRK citizens? Where is better to live? In UK or DPRK? Let's 
answer it ourselves ... 


We wish Mr Bill Revans with others ( Ukrainian supporters ) to wake up from the 
Western lying stupid propaganda and see the truth about fascist regime of Zelensky 
in Ukraine and especially to see and get the proper knowledge based on true about 
DPRK as it is in reality.

This is of course not new as in August 
2011 there were riots in the UK which saw 5 deaths and over 3,000 arrested and 
jailed. Previously in the 1980s there had been riots in Brixton, Tottenham, Liverpool 
and many other places. The US, the so - called ‘land of the free' and ‘boss of the free 
world', riots are a frequent occurrence with ongoing unrest originating in 2020 
claiming 19 lives. 


Such occurrences would be impossible in the DPRK where the people are fully 
united around the leader and party and form a harmonious integral whole. People 
in the DPRK have no reason to riot, they are not faced with sky - high rents, poor 
housing, unemployment, inflation and police oppression.

‘23rd Anniversary of the June 
15th Summit and Joint Declaration’

Firstly, at the risk of being pedantic there is no such country az "North 
Korea, the correct title is the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, DPRE 
for short. I like to call it People’s Korea or Juche Korea or Socialist Korea. 


Secondly, it seems curious that an article on local issues in Somerset 
including the workines of the Somerset County Council, seems to include a 
gratuitous and cheap attack on the DPRE and defamation of its system. 
Doubtlessly this approach is rooted in the demonization of the DPRE by the 
mainstream media and the hostility of the mainstream media to the DPRE. 


Thirdly, the article implies that asking a question of a local authority in the 
DPRE is somehow difficult. In fact in the DPRE ordinary working people 
exercise power st the local level through People’s Assemblies and People’s 
Committees at district, city county and provincial level. Moreover, Article 69 
of the Socialist Constitution of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea’ 
states that: Cifisens are enfifled fo submit complaints and petitions. The State 
shall investigate and deal with complaints and petitions impartially as 
stipulated by lui. This is backed up by a separate law on complaints and 
petitions of the DPRE. 


The very title of the article makes a negative comparison between the DPRE 
and south Korea, implying that south Korea iz some kind of liberal human 
rights paradise. ln actual fact south Korea is occupied by US troops and iz a 
fascist state.

transport { a ride on the Pyongyang Metro costs the equivalent of 3p |, who 
is Tucker the citizens of the DPRE or citizens of Britain ?

The primary contradiction in the world is between US Imperialism and the rest of 
the world whom it wants to control and dominate politically, economically and 
militarily. 


The power of US Imperialism is related to its International Economic Strength 
which is now in decline with the US economy close to collapse. 


The US Government has a debt of $31 trillion whereby $400 billion is needed 
annually to service this debt. 


US workers are experiencing increasing inflation and the cost of food, petrol prices 
and energy prices are rising. 


Interests rates are increasing and 3 major banks have recently collapsed. 
Economic growth is shrinking in sharp contrast to China's rapid economic growth. 


Despite this looming economic black hole defence firms continue to be awarded 
annually with weapons contracts worth 100's of billions of dollars. 


At 14.8% the military budget is the largest portion of US federal budget. 


In 2022 the US Senate authorised a Record $858 billion in defence spending 
overwhelmingly supported by a bipartisan 83 -11 majority. 


On the 9th May ‘Northrop Grumman' was granted a contract worth $244.68 million 
by the Missile Defence Agency for the development and evaluation of Ballistic 
Missile Defense Systems. In 2020 'Raytheon Co.' received $2.1 billion contract to 
develop 'Sm - 3 - Block - Icb Missiles' aimed at "Intercepting Medium Range Icbm' fired 
at Japan from China or the DPRK. 


The US Imperialist aggression and hostility towards both China and the DPRK 
remain undiminished with US Foreign Policy fueled by the US Military Industrial 
Complex. 


Foreign wars and enemies justify the need to purchase and to procure more 
advanced weapons systems. 


In 2022 US Military spending to support the fascists in Ukraine reached nearly 
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$50 billion dollars for weapons, training, and logistical support involving advanced 
surveillance and radar systems. The infantry arms and equipment supplied has 
been phenomenal including: 

13,000 grenade launchers, 

160 155 mm howitzers and ammunition, 

38 'Himar' systems, 

50,000 grad rockets, 

31 Abrams' tanks, 

45 T-72b tanks, 

109 Bradley' fighting Vehicles, 

1 1700 'Humvees' state of the art air and coastal defence systems, 

4,000 Zuni aircraft rockets, 


1,800 explosive ‘Phoenix Ghost drones and sophisticated radar and 
communications systems. 


On the 9th May the US announced a further $1.2 billion fund their proxy war in 
the Ukraine for the purchase of additional air defence missiles, artillery and 
ammunition. 


Meanwhile, south Korea is one of the top 10 buyers Of US manufactured weapons. 


In 2018 south Korea imported $46.6 billion dollars of weapons and equipment 
from the US and in 2021 approved an arms sale of $258 million arms sale. 


The propaganda offensive against the DPRK remains unabated. To justify US 
military aggression against the DPRK the propaganda offensive remains relentless 
and continues unabated. 


For over 6 decades, the DPRK has been subjected to US military intimidation, 
provocations, threats and extensive sanctions to politically isolate and destroy the 
DPRK economy. 


The US warmongers would like to destroy the DPRK. 


The aggressive US campaign against the DPRK is motivated by the following 
reasons: 
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Firstly, the failure of their previous anti - communist military campaign and their 
hatred of Peoples Korea and Socialism. 


Secondly, a blood thirsty quest for global dominance and plans for military 
expansion in Asia. 


Thirdly, smashing the DPRK militarily would allow the US to control the whole of 
the Korean Penisula and move its troops and missiles up to both Russian and 
Chinese borders. 

Fourthly, the US military industrial Complex - A part of the us ruling class that 
determines foreign policy - would further profit by hundreds of $billions of dollars in 
the manufacture of arms and up grading of weaponry. 

Fifthly, it would allow American Corporations to plunder the DPRK natural 
mineral resources which include gold, magnesite, zinc, copper and about 200 other 
minerals estimated by a south Korean Research Institute to be worth $10 trillion 
dollars. 


Consequently, those in the DPRK take the US threats and hostile rhetoric very 
seriously and are justified in defending themselves. 


The multi - media propaganda war being conducted is very sophisticated involving 
multiple strategies of disinformation and defamation to condition and manipulate 
public opinion.

U.S. - Japan - South Korea Information 
Sharing under Fire 


Kang Jin Song, an international affairs analyst, released the following article 
under the title The establishment of the U.S. - Japan - south Korea tripartite 
information - sharing system will lead to tripartite sharing of crisis'on May 25: 


vvThe U.S., Japanese and south Korean chief executives met in Hiroshima on May 
21 to discuss new sinister measures for tightening their military cooperation, 
talking about the DPRK's 'threat and provocation’. 


In the 'brief talks' that took only less than two minutes, the hostile forces 
discussed the tripartite security cooperation such as 'the real - time sharing of north 
Korean missile alert information’. 


It is a well - known fact that nine years ago the U.S. cooked up the Tripartite 
Information Sharing Agreement ( TISA ) by pressurizing Japan and south Korea, 
thus officially instituting the triangular cooperation in the military field for the first 
time. 


The U.S. has given top priority to the sharing of military information on the DPRK 
in strengthening the tripartite military cooperation and has steadily pushed forward 
with it. Recently, it has underpinned behind the scene the restoration of the Japan 
- south Korea General Security of Military Intelligence Agreement ( GSOMIA ) 
which was on the verge of abrogation. 


However, it is impossible to ensure the real - time tracking of movements of the 
strategic rivals in Northeast Asia with TISA, which allows the sharing of information 
only via the U.S, and with GSOMIA, which allows only requested exchange of 
information. This is a trouble of the U.S. 


The U.S., for this reason, seeks to connect the command and control systems of 
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the U.S. forces in Japan, the U.S. forces in south Korea, the 'Self - Defense Forces' of 
Japan and the south Korean forces to its Indo - Pacific Command and thus build a 
system for real - time sharing of military information. 


The U.S., Japanese and south Korean chief executives were committed to the real - 
time sharing of missile alert information in Phnom - Penh of Cambodia in November 
last year and recently reaffirmed it again. This goes to prove that the project for 
establishing a tripartite information sharing system is being pushed forward at the 
final stage. 


Recently floating is the rumor that the U.S., Japanese and south Korean defense 
authorities would finally conclude an agreement on tripartite information sharing 
on the occasion of the Shangri -La Dialogue to be held in early June. This is not 
fortuitous. 


What is the aim sought by the U.S. in pushing forward with the establishment of 
the tripartite information sharing system with Japan and south Korea on a top 
priority basis? 


In recent years the U.S. has lavished its investment on forming the triangular 
military alliance between the U.S., Japan and south Korea, an ‘Asian version of 
NATO', in Northeast Asia which is of core military strategic significance in carrying 
out its Indo -Pacific strategy. 


The ever more frequent deployment of the U.S. strategic assets in Northeast Asia 
and the U.S. - Japan - south Korea joint military exercises are taking place at the 
level of the military alliance. 


In particular, the U.S. president called the south Korean chief executive to the 
White House in April to declare the establishment of the ‘nuclear consultative group 
and even Japan is planning to take part in it. This proves that the triangular 
military cooperation between the U.S., Japan and south Korea will soon be shaped 
into a NATO - style nuclear cooperation alliance. 
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Furthermore, such new function as real - time tripartite sharing of information will 
be added to the cooperation, which means the emergence of the actual U.S. -Japan 
- south Korea military alliance with the single nerve centre in Northeast Asia. 


The master and its stooges, hell - bent on pursuing hegemony, overseas expansion 
and confrontation with the DPRK, work hard to acquire integrated military 
information images without any blind spot in the Asia - Pacific region including 
Northeast Asia. It is as clear as noonday for what purposes they will be used. 


Military and political blocs of exclusive and confrontational nature such as 
AUKUS, Five Eyes and QUAD, the products of the U.S. ill - minded divisive military 
and foreign policy, are now located more densely in the Asia - Pacific region than 
any other regions, exposing peace and security of mankind to grave threats. 
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Another military alliance is to appear in the region where the confrontation 
between powers is escalating. This further stirs up the international community's 
uneasiness and concern. 


Moreover, the military bloc with such extremely dangerous perfect multiple 
functions as NATO - style multi - party nuclear cooperation and real - time sharing 
of military information will appear just in Northeast Asia. This is heightening the 
vigilance of regional countries including the DPRK to the maximum. 


The U.S. vicious scenario for confrontation is the most serious threat to global 
peace and security as it seeks to invent a pretext' for fabricating the U.S. - Japan - 
south Korea military bloc by violating the inviolable security of the DPRK and to 
secure its military edge in the Asia - Pacific region by cooking up the Asian - version 
NATO". 


The DPRK and the righteous international community will never tolerate the anti - 
peace grouping by the U.S. and its followers but frustrate the hostile forces' wrong 
choice step by step with powerful strength. 


The U.S. and its followers will get more and more exposed to security crisis 
facilitating its final ruin for its frantic moves to tighten their military alliance 
against the DPRK and expand the war drills for aggression. This is an equation 
characterizing the present dynamic structure of the Korean Peninsula. 


If the U.S. and its stooges add a new variable called the tripartite information 
sharing system to this invariable equation, crisis sharing, instead of information 
sharing, will turn out as a functional value.

The president of the European Council and the chairperson of the European 
Commission visited south Korea recently. 


At a confrontational inter - bloc confab held in Hiroshima of Japan, they were 
treated as observers. It is needless to pay heed to the reason why they flied to south 
Korea, but their thoughtless behavior during the junket makes us reconsider the 
status of the European Union allegedly representing a pole. 
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No sooner had they set their feet on south Korea than they visited the 
demilitarized zone, during which they carried on Twitter such awful words “North 
Korea's nuclear weaponization is a threat to regional peace’. At talks and joint press 
conferences, they said ‘European Union will not accept north Korea's possession of 
nuclear weapons as a normal thing as it does not tolerate Russia's invasion of 
Ukraine’, not content with blaming Russia and China to copy what the U.S. does. 


This only adds to the impression that today's European Union is just a passionate 
observer that is only good at copying others without its own way of thinking and 
principle. 


As for the DPRK's status of a nuclear weapons state cited by them, we have never 
asked EU to recognize something about it as we don't feel the need to do so. 


As we are accustomed to witnessing the present plight of EU becoming more and 
more divisive and dependent on the U.S. as days go by, EU had better get used to 
the status of the DPRK as a nuclear weapons state now. 


This time the European rulers unreasonably pulled up the DPRK, saying that its 
bolstering of self - defence capabilities poses threat to the regional peace. This is 
just the most typical revelation of the present plight of EU which has lost its 
strategic independence almost completely as a result of its pursuance of the divisive 
U.S. pro - alliance policy. 


They are keen on gaining the favor of the south Korean puppets, desperately 
turning a blind eye to the joint military exercises of aggressive nature still going on 
near the military demarcation line, let alone such threatening rhetoric against the 
DPRK daringly touted by the U.S. and its vassal forces as end of regime’, ‘beheading 
operation’ and ‘occupation of Pyongyang’. Such behavior highlights their hypocritical 
colors and wretched plight. 


The EU, getting exposed to security crisis after the outbreak of the Ukrainian event 
while pressurizing Russia at the U.S. beck and call, is now extending their begging 
hand even to south Korea completely subordinated to the U.S. militarily and taking 
very unfair and prejudiced stand on the Korean Peninsula issue at the end of its 
desperate efforts for winning military support for Ukraine.

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Now, EU has turned into a hanger - on neither recognized nor welcomed by 
anyone, for it has pursued utterly unbalanced Korean Peninsula policy. 


EU seemingly seeks to defuse the present security crisis, brought by its blind 
pursuance of the U.S. policy of pressurizing Russia, by taking advantage of the 
hostile policy toward the DPRK. But EU should awake from such foolish dream. 


The Korean Peninsula never welcomes the European gentlemen who incite 
confrontation and hostility. 


EU should awake to the fact that if it blindly follows the U.S. hostile policy toward 
the DPRK as now, it will be held accountable for escalating tensions on the Korean 
Peninsula together with the U.S.

Japan's Military Collusion with NATO under Fire 


Kim Sol Hwa, researcher of the Institute for Japan Studies of the DPRK Foreign 
Ministry, issued the following article titled: 'What is final aim of Japan's Military 
Collusion with NATO' on May 14: 


The unprecedented military nexus between Japan and NATO has recently aroused 
great concern and vigilance of the international community. 


A typical example is that Japan is planning to open the NATO liaison office in 
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Japan for the first time in Asia. 


Recently, Japanese Foreign Minister Hayashi officially announced that 
establishment of the NATO liaison office in Tokyo is under discussion, saying that 
Russia's ‘invasion’ of Ukraine has direct impact not only on eastern Europe but also 
on the situation in the Asia - Pacific region, and that the present situation requires 
Japan to reconsider the regional security and, therefore, cooperation with NATO is 
more important in East Asia. 


Matsuno, chief Cabinet secretary, said that NATO is an inevitable companion to be 
trusted and he is going to boost cooperation for the realization of the free and open 
Indo - Pacific. 


It is well known that Japan has long sought military collusion with NATO and is 
more zealously clinging to it with the Ukrainian incident as an occasion. 


Japanese Prime Minister Kishida, who attended the NATO Summit held in Madrid, 
Spain for the first time last June, vowed to raise relations with NATO to a new level, 
talking about ‘historical significance’. 


Against this backdrop, the secretary general of NATO made public so - called 
Japan - NATO joint statement, the keynote of which is to strengthen military 
cohesion, at the end of the talks with Japanese high-ranking officials during his 
visit to Japan in January this year. 


Japan openly revealed its intention to build an independent governmental mission 
in NATO and regularly attend NATO - sponsored meetings, including the North 
Atlantic Council meeting, and expand the scope of security cooperation with NATO 
into outer space and cyberspace. 


Japan is now stepping up the consultation for drafting the ‘individual tailored 
partnership plan' that stipulates security cooperation with NATO, etc., and is going 
to complete it before the NATO summit to be held in July. 


All facts go to clearly prove that NATO's attempt to advance into the Asia - Pacific 
region through its military nexus with Japan has entered a dangerous phase of 
implementation. 


What should not be overlooked is the fact that the black - hearted design of the 
U.S. to hold its hegemonic position in the Asia - Pacific region by fabricating Asian - 
version NATO' lurks behind the worrisome Japan - NATO cohesion. 


It is an open secret that the U.S., which established NATO, an exclusive military 
alliance under the pretext of 'defending' the Western countries from ‘communist 
aggression’ after the end of the Second World War, has worked overtly and covertly 
to create such a military bloc in the Asia - Pacific region, too. 
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The U.S., hell - bent on pursuing hegemony, is now working harder than ever 
before, for its position in the Asia - Pacific region being shaken to a great extent in 
recent years.

The joint military game targeted against north Korea would lead to an all-out war 
and foment rearmament of Japan, the dependence on foreign force and treacherous 
act of the Yoon clique invite a real war, they said. We cannot entrust our future to 
the Yoon group, shock brigade of the US. Let's avert war and block the south Korea 
- US joint military drill for peace and bring down the Yoon clique and force south 
Korea and the US to stop the war game with the united efforts, they appealed. 


Meanwhile, Korean overseas organizations including ‘Solidarity of overseas 
compatriots for peace on the Korean Peninsula' have carried out joint action in 
demand of immediate halt to the south Korea - US joint military exercise from 
February. 


The organizations posted the pictures on the Internet demanding suspension of 
the military drills and 20 civil organizations and individuals produced a video clip 
with 160 pictures to open it to the public. 


In the video clip, they expressed their objection to the war exercises against north 
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Korea, while expressing criticism to the Yoon group creating volatile situation on the 
Korean Peninsula. 


They made public their plans that during joint action period, they staged anti - 
war struggle including seminars, meetings and demonstrations on the Internet and 
would wage various activities in the future, too. 


On the other hand, 844 organizations throughout the world held press 
conferences to issue joint statements in demand of cancelation of south Korea - US 
joint military drill fostering military confrontation and the danger of war on the 


Korean Peninsula.

AINDF issues statement of indignation 


On May 10, the Anti - Imperialist National Democratic Front released a statement 
of indignation under the title We vehemently denounce the biggest crimes of Yoon 
Suk - yeol during his one - year - long term' as regards the lapse of one year since he 
took power. 


Yoon's one - year - long term has reduced south Korea into a theatre of prosecutory 
and fascist rowdyism and a living hell, inter - Korean relations are bogged down in 
catastrophe owing to nuclear war manoeuvres in conspiracy with outside forces and 
the south Korean authorities' moves of confrontation with north Korea and the 
national dignity has been seriously violated by the pro-US and Japanese 
proclivities, the indignation statement said. It branded his one-year-long term as a 
heinous crime running counter to the times and public feelings and engaging itself 
in all sorts of evils. 


The statement of indignation subtitled 'One year of anxiety and fear which drove 
the danger of nuclear war with heinous inter - Korean confrontation and provocation’ 
said: Yoon spent one year during which he, swimming against the tendency of the 
times and public feelings, pushed the situation of the Korean Peninsula to the brink 
of nuclear war and froze national division by conducting joint military exercises 
with different missions with foreign forces and persisting in inter - Korean 
confrontation. 


Soon after he took office, Yoon initiated the ‘bold initiative’, a replica of ‘no nukes, 
opening and 3 OOO dollars' devised by Lee Myung - bak to clamour for prior 
denuclearization of north Korea. It is a revelation of the dream of ‘unification through 
absorption' based on war provocation against north Korea. 


He, clamouring for improvement of north Korean human rights, as his basic duty, 
appointed an international cooperation ambassador for north Korean human rights 
and ensured stipulations of "north Korean human rights act' fabricated in 2016 were 
revised for the worse. He has persisted in the abolition of ‘anti - eaflet law' and 
offered equipment for scattering the leaflets to the north Korean defectors. It is 
sleight of hand to push the bedeviled inter - Korean relations to a more 
uncontrollable catastrophe. 


In a joint statement to commemorate the 7Oth anniversary of south Korea-US 
alliance issued during his junket to Washington, he reeled off a string of groundless 
sophism that north Korea has violated its people's rights and put its money into the 
development of weapons of mass destruction, laying bare his inherent sense of 
disapproval towards north Korea. 


He saw to it that the phrase the north Korean administration and the Korean 
People's Army are the principal enemy' was stipulated in the white paper of Ministry 
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of National Defense and guideline for the army to inoculate the officers and soldiers 
with idea of the principal enemy. 


Yoon, who declared 'a preemptive nuclear attack upon north Korea' when he was on 
a stumping tour, reaffirmed the reactivation of extended deterrence strategy and 
consultation group, an extension of scale of joint military exercises and deployment 
of the US nuclear strategic assets in a joint statement made public with US 
President Biden. 


Whenever an opportunity presented itself, he stressed ‘peace through strength' and 
security through strength’, while paying lip service to early completion of north 
Korea targeted ‘south Korea's three - axis defense system’. He has made frantic 
efforts to carry out the reorganization of the strategic command for the 
establishment of combined command system and the future combined special 
operation command. He started the first year of his office with provocative war 
manoeuvres while trumpeting about the tripartite military cooperation between 
south Korea, the US and Japan. 


What should not be overlooked is that he paid a visit to Washington to keep south 
Korea as a nuclear pledge and reduce the Korean Peninsula into a permanent 
exhibition hall of the US strategic nuclear weapons. 


Rapid development of north Korea's nuke and missile threat and "north Korea's 
unprecedented frequency of provocation' are statements touted by Yoon during his 
junket to the US. His earnest request was the US extended deterrence. 


Now the US three nuclear strategic assets would be deployed and the Korean 
Peninsula is on the eve of nuclear war by a military layman Yoon. 


The biggest crimes committed by Yoon, who threw inter - Korean ties into nadir 
and put the Korean Peninsula on the chopping board of nuclear war with his policy 
of inter - Korean confrontation and war maneuvers against north Korea, are bound 
to come under accusation and rebuff of the Korean nation. 


The indignation statement under the subtitle 'A disgraceful year during which 
national dignity and interests are sacrificed for the sake of foreign forces by 
flunkeyism and treachery’ bitterly reprimanded Yoon who traded away the nation's 
dignity and interests to the outside forces. 


Before the presidential inauguration, Yoon dispatched a delegation for 
consultation of south Korea - US policy to the US for reconstruction of the south 
Korea-US alliance to be a tool of the US. He met a US delegation that had 
participated in the presidential inauguration ceremony to curry favor with the US, 
praising the south Korea - US alliance as a linchpin. 


After eleven days of inauguration, he invited US President Biden to Seoul and 
vowed to be filial to him. He saw to it that direct dialogue channel was newly set up 
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between the presidential office and the White House and all problems arising in all 
fields including politics, security and economy were settled under the approval of 
Washington. 


The south Korean presidential office in Yongsan had been wiretapped by the US 
intelligence agency, however, it failed to utter even a word of protest against the US. 
It made a string of poor excuses that the eavesdropping was harmless to the south 
Korea - US alliance. Yoon was jeered by worldwide condemnation. 


During his visit to Washington, Yoon expressed his thanks to his master, speaking 
highly of the south Korea - US alliance as the most successful one in 70 year - old 
history, he visited Arlington cemetery that enshrines the soldiers killed in the 
Korean War, awarded commemorative medals and decorations to those who took 
part in the Korean War and sang an American song before his master. 


Yoon dispatched a delegation for consultation with Japan composed of pro- 
Japanese elements who had studied in Japan to beg for bilateral ties. 


He hushed up the hideous crimes committed by Japan in the past and extolled 
Jap as ‘cooperative partner' in his speech at the March First Popular Uprising 
meeting. He paid a visit to Tokyo to withdraw a lawsuit of the World Trade 
Organization as regard to Japan's restrictions of export. 


Buoyed by his master's encouragement, he showed his will to exert himself to 
promote security cooperation between south Korea, the US and Japan during his 
stay in Washington. 


Some days ago, he humbled himself before the Japanese Prime Minister who was 
on a visit to Seoul to paint a black picture of the national dignity. 


Yoon's crime is a never - to - be - condoned one. 


The indignation statement under the subtitle A year of tyranny during which 
democracy and civil rights are seriously trampled down by prosecutory despotism' 
sharply criticized Yoon who reduced south Korea into a wasteland of democracy and 
civil rights with fascist tyranny and misrule. 


He resuscitated the era of dictatorship under prosecution eclipsing the preceding 
military fascist despotism after he came to power. 


Despite the public criticism, he made the prosecution service as a watchman for 
the regime, put the police under his control and put forward the National 
Intelligence Service as a shock brigade for maintaining dictatorial clique. Scandals 
related with his wife Kim Keun - hee and relatives were found innocent and his 
confidants and culprits involved in the illegal interference in 'state affairs' were 
released.

The Yoon group let the police search the building of opposition party and threw 
those who had raised an objection to him and who served in the ex - regime behind 
bars. 


From the beginning of his inauguration, Yoon formulated pro - conglomerate 
against laborers and has ruthlessly trampled down the workers' campaign for 
defending the right to live, branding the unionists including the Korean 
Confederation of Trade Unions as the pro - north Korean elements’.

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Visiting the Sinchon Museum 


During the Korean War or Fatherland Liberation War the US imperialists and 
their collaborators killed many innocent civilians. Statistics from the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea ( DPRK ) show that 1.2 million people or about 10 
percent of the population were massacred by the US during the war. People’s Korea 
does not believe in ‘turning the other cheek' or forgiving and forgetting the atrocities. 
In Sinchon county there stands the Sinchon Museum, this is both a monument to 
the 35,383 people including children and old people who died at the hands of the 
US and is an anti - US, anti - imperialist education centre, a reminder of what 
happened in the past. Let’s always remember that the past dictates the present and 
the future. 


I have visited the Sinchon museum 5 times. It is two hours by road from 
Pyongyang. Sinchon is located beyond Sariwon city. My first visit was in April 2002. 
I visited it again in 2008 and was at an international peace rally at the museum in 
July 2013. The original Sinchon Museum consisted of two sites, one was in the 
town of Sinchon and the other site was where there is a tomb of mothers and 
children killed by the US. 


When I first visited the Sinchon Museum back in 2002, I could sense that 
something truly fearful happened at the place. It is reminiscent of Auschwitz and 
Belsen, except for the fact that the perpetrators of the crime were not German Nazis 
but American imperialists. 


At the end of 2014 respected Mashal KIM JONG UN instructed that the museum 
should be rebuilt and expanded, remarking that: 


'The massacres committed by the U.S. imperialist aggressors in Sinchon 
evidently showed that they are cannibals 
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and homicides seeking pleasure in slaughter' 


The rebuilding of the Sinchon Museum was completed in July 2015. The new 
museum was constructed near to the tombs of the 400 mothers and 102 children. 
It is much bigger than the old Sinchon Museum. 


Visiting the museum in October 2015 and April 2017 which was much bigger than 
the old one we saw the grim and truly stomach turning evidence of the Yankee 
imperialists’ crime in Korea. The US imperialist army had temporarily occupied 
Sinchon County, south Hwanghae province from October 1950 to December 1950. 
The US imperialists and their local Korean collaborators - various treacherous scum 
such as ex - landlords, ex - capitalists, usurers and backward reactionaries - 
murdered over 35,383 people, more than 500 people per day. Really the Yankees 
and their puppets outdid the Nazis in terms of savagery, as they managed to kill so 
many people in such a short space of time and in a confined area. The US 
imperialists used all kinds of barbaric and bestial methods of killing and acted like 
wild animals. 


The new Sinchon Museum is equipped with the latest technology and even 
includes sound effects. An atmosphere of ant - US, anti - imperialist militancy was 
created by the song 'Death to the US imperialist aggressors’ being played over the PA 
system. A survivor of the massacre works as a lecturer at the museum. He is a 
small quiet and intense man. 


There were anti US posters on display and one could purchase cheaply, booklets 
such as 'Sinchon Indicts the Yankee barbarians. Real no - nonsense anti - 
imperialism which you will rarely find anywhere else in the world. There is also a 
revenge pledging ground as well. People's Korea does not simply educate people 
about the horrors of US imperialism but urges them to take revenge on the US 
imperialists !. 


In April 2017 I gave a short speech to a rally of Korean people at the Sinchon 
Museum. 


The Sinchon Museum stands as a reminder of the crimes of the US against the 
Korean people and the cruelty of the US imperialists. 


Their unique national traditions created and developed over a long period of time.

' Crossing the River Tuman’ 


My father said on many occasions that the people of Jiandao had great fighting 
spirit. Having experienced the May 30 Uprising and then the August 1 Uprising, I 
realized that the Koreans in Jiandao had an extraordinary revolutionary spirit. 


Jiandao and the northernmost areas of Korea had for a long time been the stage of 
the activities of the volunteers and the soldiers of the Independence Army. Under the 
influence of the October Socialist Revolution in Russia, Marxism - Leninism was 
disseminated in these areas before anywhere else. Although the communist 
movement in Jiandao was going through many twists and turns owing to the petty - 
bourgeois impetuosity that appeared among its leaders, the revolutionary advance of 
the popular masses was continuing. 


Therefore, as early as the time I was in prison I was resolved to make the northern 
border area of Korea with Mt. Paektu as the centre and Jiandao, an important 
strategic position once I started the armed struggle. 


The Japanese imperialists had also been viewing this area for a long time. While we 
intended to make the northern border area of Korea with Mt. Paektu as the centre 
and Jiandao, an important strong point for the anti - Japanese armed struggle, they 
wanted to make the area a strategic point for invading Manchuria and Mongolia. It 
was with the aim of creating an occasion for realizing this ambition that the Japanese 
imperialists provoked various incidents in east Manchuria from the beginning of the 
20th century. 


Under the pretext of “protecting the Koreans” the Japanese imperialists sent their 
troops into Longjing, Yanji County, in August 1907, and there they set up the “police 
sub - station under the residency - general in Korea." In 1909 they induced the 
reactionary Chinese government to conclude the Jiandao Treaty and, further, they 
even obtained the concessions for the Jilin - Hoeryong railway project. Afterwards the 
“police sub-station under the residency - general in Korea" in Longjing was raised to 
the status of a Japanese consulate general. It was not with the aim of ensuring that 
the Koreans in Jiandao could live in luxury that the Japanese imperialists set up a 
consulate general in Longjing and five branch consulates under it. In addition to these 
consular machines, they established police stations in various places and set up 
numerous organizations of their lackeys, such as the Association of Korean Residents 
and made them watch with sharp eyes every movement of the Koreans living in 
Jiandao. The branch office of the Oriental Development Company and the financial 
circles also exerted their influence on the area. East Manchuria was under the 
complete control of Japanese imperialism both politically and economically. 


Thus, east Manchuria was turning into a place of acute confrontation between 
revolution and counterrevolution. 


Therefore, I never ceased to think that the thick forest areas of Mt. Paektu and 
east Manchuria should be made the base of the armed struggle. After experiencing 


the August 1 Uprising I felt many omens of the imminent invasion of Manchuria by 
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the Japanese imperialists. So I became more firmly resolved to unite the people in 
east Manchuria who had strong revolutionary spirit and launch an armed struggle 
as soon as possible. So, I went to east Manchuria. 


When I told my comrades about my intention to go to east Manchuria they tried to 
dissuade me from doing so. They said that going to a place where the Japanese 
imperialists had established a strict repressive apparatus and intelligence network 
was like jumping from the frying pan into the fire. However, I left for 
east Manchuria without fear, fully determined to make the revolution among the 
workers and peasants there. 


It can be said that until then I had worked mainly among young people and 
students in urban communities. If we were to take our struggle onto a new, higher 
stage to meet the demands of the revolutionary line adopted at the Kalun Meeting, it 
was essential for us to mix more closely with the masses from all social sections, 
such as the workers and peasants, and prepare them as soon as possible for the war 
of resistance against the Japanese imperialists. 


The Comintern supported my idea of going to east Manchuria. 


First I headed for Dunhua. This was because this area had suffered most in the 
August 1 Uprising. Dunhua was the source of the uprising, and its central stage. 


Here were stationed the headquarters of a garrison of the Japanese army, a branch 
consulate under the Jilin consulate general and the headquarters of the 677th 
regiment of the former Northeast Army. That such a reckless revolt as the August 1 
Uprising had broken out there where the enemy’s forces of repression were so 
concentrated had something to do with the fact that many Left adventurists worked 
there. Along with Panshi, Dunhua was the base of the M - L group and also the centre 
of the movement to rebuild the Korean Communist Party. Such prime movers of the 
August 1 Uprising as Pak Yun Se and Ma Kon were also based there. 


In Dunhua there were various revolutionary organizations, such as the party, the 
YCLK and the AIYL, which we had established, as well as such reliable comrades as 
Chen Han-zhang, Ko Jae Bong and Ko Il Bong. 


When I arrived in Dunhua I made my home at Chen Han - zhang's house. Wearing 
the Chinese clothes of Shandong Province, I worked to remove the evil consequences 
of the uprising. Chen Han - zhang, who had attended middle school when I was 
forming groups of the Young Communist League in Jilin, was also conducting 
organizational activity in Dunhua. After the occupation of Manchuria by the 
Japanese imperialists he worked as chief secretary at the general headquarters of 
the unit under Wu Yi - cheng. In the Anti - Japanese Allied Army in Northeast 
China he worked as divisional chief of staff, division commander, commander of a 
route army, and secretary of the south Manchurian party committee. But at that time 
he was a simple and quiet YCLK member. 
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Chen Han - zhang was the son of a rich man, like Zhang Wei - hua. However, he led 
a perfectly sincere life in the YCLK organization, displaying extraordinary passion for 
the revolution. Being a very rich farmer, his father had hundreds of horses and many 
rifles. His house was surrounded by an earthen wall and looked awe -inspiring. He 
told me jokingly that his family was one which should have been overthrown and that 
they did not encroach on other people’s land because all the land around his house 
belonged to them. Although I do not know exactly how much land his family owned, 
they were very rich. 


Chen Han - zhang treated me hospitably, saying that it was I who had taught him 
communism. Because they were leading a comfortable life, his family did not grudge 
me taking my meals without paying for them. 


I started to search for the dispersed organizations through Chen Han - zhang and Ko 
Jae Bong. In the daytime I dressed in Chinese clothes and spoke Chinese when 
calling on my comrades, and at night I restored the organizations clad in Korean 
dress and speaking Korean. After dealing with the evil consequences of the uprising 
like this, I formed in Dunhua the YCLK committee of the eastern region 
of Jilin Province as Ihad been authorized by the Comintern. 


Afterwards Ko Jae Bong and some other YCLK members left for the area along the 
River Tuman with the task, entrusted to them by me, of going to the towns and rural 
communities in the area, making the masses revolutionary and establishing party 
organizations there. 


After giving Chen Han - zhang the task of conducting YCLK activities 
at Dunhua Middle School, I also left Dunhua. 


Helong was the first place I visited when I went to east Manchuria. 


In Helong there was a Chinese man named Cao Ya - fan who had worked in our 
YCLK organization when he was attending Jilin Normal School. There was also a 
Korean whose name was Chae Su Hang. I believed that, by relying on them, I would 
be able to deal with the aftermath of the uprising and also expand the organizations. 
I went first to a place called Dalazi where I met Cao Ya - fan. 


Pointing out that the consequences of the August 1 Uprising were very serious, Cao 
Ya - fan told me that, after the uprising, Koreans were nowhere to be seen and that 
there was no knowing where they were hiding. He said that the people in prison were 
likely to be released soon and asked me to meet them. 


Several days later Chae Su Hang came to see me after having been informed of my 
arrival. Formerly he had attended Tonghung Middle School in Longjing. When I was 
attending Yuwen Middle School he came to Jilin and enrolled at the normal school. 
At that time he started to work for the revolution under our influence. Chae Su Hang 
was a popular football player among the young people and students of Jilin. In those 
days many young people from Helong were studying in Jilin. Kim Jun conducted 
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propaganda about us in the areas of Longjing and Onsong, whereas Chae Su Hang 
gave publicity to our revolutionary idea going around Helong and Jongsong. 
Afterwards, together with Comrade Kim Il Hwan who, while working as secretary of 
a county party committee, was later killed on a false charge of being involved in the 
“Minsaengdan,” he formed the Young Communist League and such revolutionary 
organizations as the Anti-Imperialist Youth League, the Peasants Association and the 
Anti-Japanese Women’s Association, rallying many people to them. Comrade Pak 
Yong Sun who was famous as a master at making the Yanji bomb, was working as a 
member of the AIYL in the Badaogou Mine in Yanji County. 


However, the organizations which had been built up with such trouble had been 
scattered in all directions because of the two uprisings. Many hardcore elements had 
either been arrested or gone into hiding, and the few remaining members of the 
organizations were at a loss what to do and trembling with apprehension, not being 
fully seasoned. 


This made me think a great deal about the faith of a revolutionary. On my way to 
Helong via Jilin, Hailong, Qingyuan, Jiaohe, Harbin and Dunhua after leaving 
Kalun, I saw many people who were wavering either frightened by the 
counterrevolutionary attack or having lost conviction in the victory of the revolution. A 
firm belief in the victory of the revolution comes into being when one realizes in theory 
that one has a correct revolutionary line and strategy and tactics that are capable of 
winning the sympathy of all the people and rousing them, as well as one’s own 
revolutionary force. This belief becomes firmer through the struggle. 


However, those who had instigated the uprising failed to put forward any 
programme or strategy and tactics which could serve as a banner for the masses. The 
revolutionary line we adopted in Kalun was not being propagated widely among the 
people. I held a conference with Chae Su Hang and some other cadres of the YCLK 
and AIYL and gave them a detailed explanation of the revolutionary line adopted at 
the Kalun Meeting. 


Furthermore, I emphasized the need to build up leading hardcore elements with 
those who had been tested through the struggle and were popular with the masses, 
restore the destroyed mass organizations as soon as possible and build up their 
ranks. It was also at that time that I gave the task of forming a district revolutionary 
organization in each county along the River Tuman. 


Although all the organizers of the uprising had fled, leaving the masses to the mercy 
of the bayonet and afraid of the prisons and gallows, we emphasized the need to 
contain the consequences of the uprising as soon as possible. Because I was 
wearing Shandong clothes, my comrades in  Helong called me the 
“Shandong youth.” 


The second place I visited was Wangqing. I went there in order to meet O Jung Hwa. 
It was Kim Jun and Chae Su Hang who had told me about O Jung Hwa. Whenever 
they met me in those days on a visit to Jilin, they told me about many people. They 
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told me that a certain man was in a certain place, that if I went to a certain place 
there was a certain man there who was doing a certain job, what a certain man was 
like and how clever a certain man was. Therefore, even when I was in Jilin I was 
comparatively well aware of the situation in Jiandao. 


I listened to them attentively and bore in mind all those whom they regarded as 
clever. 


When he was told about a good man, my father covered any distance, however long, 
no matter where he might be, joined hands with him at any cost and won him over as 
a like - minded man. He taught me that talented people decided everything and that 
the victory of revolutionary work depended on how many genuine comrades were 
won over. 


In those days I did not mind going hungry for three days, or even ten days, if only I 
could win over a like - minded man. It was with this feeling that I went to Wangqing. 
Chae Su Hang accompanied me from Helong to Shixian in Wangqing. 


In Shixian I met O Jung Hwa, O Jung Hup and also old man O Thae Hut. 


Old man O Thae Hut’s family was a very large one. The four brothers of the old man 
had lived in Kojak village, Onsong County, North Hamgyong Province before 
moving to Wangqing around 1914. They had dozens of children and grandchildren. 
They were conducting revolutionary work in wide areas of Wangqing and Onsong 
with the River Tuman separating them. In those days O Jung Hwa was working as 
the party secretary of the fifth Wangqing district and O Jung Hup was doing YCLK 
work in Wenjiadian in Chunhuaxiang, Wangqing County. O Jung Song, O Jung 
Hwa’s younger brother, had conducted YCLK activities in 
Shixian, Wangqing County, before moving to Phungri - dong, Onsong County, at the 
beginning of 1929 and was now conducting revolutionary activities while working as 
a teacher at Pomun School. 


After leaving secondary school O Jung Hwa taught at the 
private Hwasong School in Helong. 


When I met him in Shixian I told O Jung Hwa repeatedly that, in order to make the 
masses revolutionary, he must first become a revolutionary, then make his family 
revolutionary and then the villagers. 


Later O Jung Hwa made his family revolutionary. More than ten of his brothers and 
near relatives were killed while working as faithful revolutionaries. It was not by 
chance that such fine communists as O Jung Hwa, O Jung Song and O Jung Hup 
were produced from among them. 


When I finished my work in Shixian I made up my mind to cross to the Onsong area 
at once. Having been born in a western province and lived in a foreign land at a 
young age, I had no good understanding of the six towns south of the River Tuman. 
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The area covering the six towns was where, during the Ri dynasty, noblemen who 
had been dismissed from their official posts were exiled. In this area there was a 
shortage of grain and the climate was harsh. Moreover, because of the unbearable 
maltreatment and cruelty of their leaders, those soldiers who had been mobilized to 
defend the frontier here used to flee very quickly. Even those who were in government 
service regarded it as terrible to be appointed as a public official in this area. Even 
after recewing notice of their appointment, they idled away their time in the streets 
of Seoul under various pretexts because they were reluctant to go there. It is said 
that the feudal rulers worried about this for 500 years. 


Whenever Kim Jun told me about the six towns I said to him, “Although our 
ancestors did not take good care of this land, regarding it as barren, let us turn this 
area into a revolutionary fortress by making strenuous efforts.” According to this far- 
reaching plan I started dispatching people there. 


Onsong was a place where such people as Kim Jun, Chae Su Hang and O Jung 
Song began to work on a wide scale under our influence from the end of the 1920s. 
We had already grasped the importance of the area of Mt. Paektu and that of the 
six towns along the River Tuman, including Onsong, in the development of the Korean 
revolution and intended to make this area a strategic base for the anti - Japanese 
revolutionary war. We also planned to open the way for a fresh upsurge in the 
revolution in the homeland there. In those days some 100 to 150 young people from 
Onsong were studying in Longjing. When they came back home during their holidays 
they exerted the influence coming from Jilin in this area under the guidance of such 
far - sighted people as Kim Jun and O Jung Song who were in close contact with us. 
Branches of the Young Communist League of Korea and the Anti-Imperialist Youth 
League were formed in Onsong. It was a promising foothold for us to extend our 
influence into the homeland. Thanks to this foothold our idea spread to the area of 
Onsong. 


I went to the area of Onsong with the aim of expanding and developing the Korean 
revolution as a whole by forming a party organization in the homeland and adopting 
the measures needed for implementing the policy set at the Kalun Meeting. 


O Jung Hwa’s cousin who had accompanied us from Shixian, crossed first to 
Phungri - dong where O Jung Song was in order to inform him that we were coming. 


At the approach to a valley of Huimudong, on the far bank from 
Namyang, Onsong County, we met O Jung Song and other members of the 
organizations who had come there on receiving the summons. That was my first 
meeting with O Jung Song. He was taller than his elder brother O Jung Hwa and had 
a magnanimous disposition. O Jung Hwa had said that his younger brother was a 
good dancer and singer as well as a fine poetry reader. 


We quietly crossed the River Tuman by boat at night. O Jung Song rowed the boat 
quickly and well. As I looked at the fields and mountains veiled in darkness, I could 
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not repress my beating heart at my deep emotions at returning to my homeland after 
five years. 


Having left the boat at Namyang Sangtan, I told O Jung Hwa how good it would be 
if we were crossing the river after winning the independence of the country. 


In a positive response to what I had said, O Jung Hwa said that he felt the same 
each time he crossed the River Tuman. 


Having passed Namyang Sangtan village we took the uphill path leading 
to Mt. Namyang. There we went into a straw - thatched cottage prepared by O Jung 
Song and examined the work of the revolutionary organizations in the Onsong area 
as well as the trend of the masses. 


The people of Onsong had achieved many successes in establishing mass 
organizations. 


I spent a week guiding the work of the underground revolutionary organizations at 
home. In the course of this I discovered that although the revolutionaries in the 
Onsong area had formed many organizations throughout the country, they were 
lapsing into extreme passivism in expanding and developing them. 


In this area it was a universal practice to form an organization with a few reliable 
core elements and then shut the door and neglect the expansion of its ranks. For this 
reason the organizations had failed to take deep root among the broad sections of 
the masses. 


The Onsong Young Communist League which was formed in the spring of 1929 as 
an organization under the YCLK, also built a high fence around a few members and 
did not go among the masses. In those days various organizations and factions such 
as the Local Association, the Promotion Association, the Singan Association and the 
Group for Rebuilding the Party were competing to win young people over to their side. 
Under these circumstances the mass organizations were merely maintaining the 
status quo while trembling with fear, in an effort to prevent the slightest bad influence 
from being exerted on them. 


An official of the YCLK whom I met in Phungri said that people were extremely 
unwilling to open their hearts to him because the enemy was resorting to severe 
machinations. Another YCLK official said that he had no idea of how to deal with 
those young people who were associated with the youth league or the Singan 
Association. Jon Jang Won, who was working as the head of the Peasants 
Association in Phungin - dong, would not speak his mind even to those of his close 
relations who were working in the enemy’s government organs. This was because he 
was nervous, fearing that the enemy's tentacles might extend to the revolutionary 
ranks through the many of his relatives who were working as village heads, sub - 
county heads and policemen. 
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All this was an expression of distrust in the masses. 


Without putting an end to these wrong practices it would be impossible to develop 
the revolution in the Onsong area in depth to meet the requirements of the new 
situation. 


The life of a revolutionary can be said to begin with his going among the masses and 
the failure of the revolution with a failure to believe in the strength of the popular 
masses and a neglect of mixing with them. 


I said earnestly to O Jung Song: 


“It is impossible to make the revolution with only a few people from a good class 
origin. You should boldly believe in the masses and keep the door to the organization 
wide open for them. Now that youth organizations with every kind of name are each 
trying to win the young people over, the organization of the YCLK should not become 
passive but win over many young people through a positive campaign. You must 
politically awaken and lead the young people who were once involved in the 
organizations of the youth league or the Singan Association, as well as those who are 
either following people from the Group for Rebuilding the Party or are being 
unconsciously used by them, so as to win them over to our side.” 


I also told Jon Jang Won about the tactics that must be employed in the work with 
those who were serving in the enemy’s establishments. I said: 


“A man who is making the revolution must not be frightened or discredit himself 
because his family contains a village head, sub - county head or policeman. On the 
contrary, you must resolve to paralyse the lowest government machinery of the 
Japanese by going into the enemy establishments, taking advantage of family 
relations and working on a big scale. If you are to make the area of the six towns a 
strategic base for the armed struggle, you must be bold and win over those who are 
serving within the enemy’s government organs at the same time as making the 
masses revolutionary. Try it and acquire experience in this work.” 


The most unforgettable event from my stay in Onsong was how I, together with 
Kim Jun, O Jung Hwa and O Jung Song, met men working on the railway project in 
Wolpha-dong, Mipho sub - county. 


From the beginning of 1929 the Japanese imperialists had been pressing ahead 
with the project to lay a railway along the River Tuman. Over 1,000 labourers from all 
parts of the country, including the three southern provinces, as well as from Jiandao 
gathered there and formed in the Wolpha village a congested residential district 
called Kaephung Street. Those labourers who had been working on the Jilin - 
Hoeryong railway project also crowded into this street where they had a hard time of 
it making a living. 


On hearing of this when I was in Jilin I met Kim Jun and told him to go among the

workers and try to form an organization when the railway project got under way in 
Wolpha - dong. 


Kim Jun could not conceal his eagerness, saying that it was something worth trying. 
He went to Onsong as he had promised and formed in Wolpha - dong a working 
youth association and an Anti - Imperialist Youth League organization. 


When I expressed my intention to visit the railway project my comrades in Onsong 
asked me to abandon the idea because the enemy was keeping a strict watch. 


In those days they went to extremes to protect me, telling their comrades, “A 
representative of the Comintern has come.” 


They organized a guard for me, even giving me the official title of “representative of 
the Comintern” because, in the homeland, the Japanese police maintained close 
surveillance against revolutionaries. 


Needless to say, I also knew that, if I went to Korea, I must be careful in everything 
I did and sharpen my vigilance. However, I felt an urge to grasp the hands of the 
workers and tell them something that might be of some help to them, although I might 
not achieve much among them immediately. All the work I had conducted with the 
young people and students until then was aimed at building a bridge for going among 
the working class. Our ultimate goal was to carve out and complete the Korean 
revolution by giving prominence to the working class. How ardently had we been 
yearning for the working class of Korea from the day when we set out its liberation 
as our programme and pledged to devote even our lives to this end! I joined the 
workers at the construction site unloading gravel, carrying sand and taking the meals 
they offered me at their quarters for a day and a half. 


Kim Jun introduced me as a man who had been studying in Yanji and had come 
there to earn money to pay his school fees. 


Even now I think that it was very good for me to go among the workers at that time. 
At their quarters and at the construction site I witnessed not only the sad plight of the 
workers who were toiling with might and main for a few pennies, but also workers 
who were eager for a struggle, workers who were seeking the correct way for 
them to shape their future. 


This had a strong impact on me. My heart was burning with an eager desire to 
devote my whole life for the happiness of the working class. 


At the railway project I got acquainted for the first time with Choe Chun Guk and 
Choe Pong Song, anti - Japanese fighters from Onsong. 


While guiding me to his quarters, Choe Chun Guk told me that he had secretly 
stored up some powder while he had been working as a dynamiter and that he 
intended to blow up a tunnel with it when the project was completed. 
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I told him that under the prevailing circumstances building up the organization and 
politically awakening and organizing the workers was more urgent than running such 
a risk as blowing up a tunnel and advised him to keep the powder and use it when it 
would be needed during our future armed struggle. 


At that time I talked a great deal with the workers. 


I told them about the matters of launching an armed struggle, founding a party and 
forming an anti-Japanese national united front. It would be a great gain if we could 
clearly implant at least the spirit of the Kalun Meeting in the minds of the workers in 
the homeland. Then, if we told something to one man it would be conveyed 
immediately to ten people, and would reach the ears of 10,000 people through the 
mouths of 100 and 1,000 people. Our idea would ultimately be the faith and banner 
of the people at home. All this was certain. 


When the workers at the railway project learned about our line, they expressed full 
support for it. 


If they gained confidence from our line, I gained confidence from their looks full of 
delight at being told of the line. 


The greatest success achieved in Onsong was the formation of a party organization 
on Turn Hill on October 1, 1930. 


In the course of visiting the revolutionary organization in Onsong I realized that the 
fighting will and preparedness of the revolutionaries in this area were far stronger 
than I had expected, although they committed some mistakes in their understanding 
of the strategic problem and were timid in their work with the masses. I also reached 
the conclusion that the foundation existed for establishing a party organization in this 
area. 


All those revolutionaries of the Onsong area who were to take part in the meeting 
gathered on Turn Hill dressed like firewood gatherers. Jon Jang Won had asked the 
man in charge of the organization in Wol - pha - dong to bring an ox - pulled sleigh up 
to the meeting place. 


We held the meeting to set up a homeland party organization on a quiet, vacant spot 
on the top of Turu Hill with the River Wolpha flowing nearby. 


Firstly I told those attending the meeting about the line adopted at Kalun and made 
clear that the primary task for implementing that line was to build a revolutionary 
party. Then I explained the aim of forming a hew type of party organization in the 
Onsong area. I also set the task for the party organization in the Onsong area of 
continually increasing and strengthening the party ranks with fine progressive 
elements who had been tested through an organizational life and practical struggle, 
and of organizing and mobilizing the masses for the anti-Japanese struggle. 
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On my recommendation O Jung Song, Jon Jang Won, Jon Chang Ryong, Choe Chun 
Guk, Choe Pong Song and Choe Kun Ju were admitted to the Onsong party 
organization. O Jung Song was elected to head the party organization. 


Those who had the honour of being party members stood up in succession to relate 
their past life and briefly state their determination. 


I have forgotten the determination of all the others, but that made by Jon Jang Won 
is still fresh in my memory. Jon Jang Won said that he would never forget the fact 
that we had admitted to the party even such a man as he who had a problematic 
family background, and pledged to saw off his bones, slice away his flesh and even 
offer his life if it was needed for the revolution. He said that if he was ever so silly as 
to break his pledge, he would not mind even if his body was cut to pieces and thrown 
into a river. Although his words were violent and plain, they expressed his feelings 
frankly. 


Afterwards Jon Jang Won, true to his resolve, performed great exploits in making 
Onsong a semi - guerrilla zone and aiding the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army. 


In order to keep it secret, there was no record of what was discussed at the meeting. 
The meeting adopted no inaugural declaration or manifesto. 


Those attending the meeting said to the following effect: 


“We feel something is lacking because this meeting, a historic meeting held to 
establish a party organization, is so simple and informal. Even such an organization 
of the lowest class as the equity society makes public a manifesto and circulates it to 
the world, so we feel our meeting will fall flat if it is concluded merely by a brief 
pledge.” 


I encouraged them as follows: 


“The pledge you have just made is far more substantial than a statement or a 
manifesto amounting to hundreds of pages. What is the use of continually drawing up 
documentsP You must not think of a party organization as something which only 
makes a fuss and wins a name for itself. Party members do a lot of work without 
making a fuss. Therefore, display your party spirit and patriotism through a practical 
struggle.” 


The formation of a party organization in the Onsong area was the start of the laying 
of the foundation for party building in the homeland and an important turning point in 
promoting the anti - Japanese struggle of the people there. Thanks to the activities of 
the party organization in the Onsong area, the process of the political awakening and 
organization of the masses was stepped up rapidly and the anti - Japanese struggle 
gained momentum in the area of the six towns. 
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As the masses started to follow us and the revolution gained momentum, Choe 
Chang Ik, who was hanging about in this area, his native place, in order to expand 
the influence of his own faction, fled to Seoul. After liberation he told us frankly what 
had happened at the time. He said: “I thought the M - L group had gone to Onsong 
because that is my native place. However, when I reached there, our force was not to 
be seen and instead the influence of Jilin had reached there. That influence was so 
powerful that everywhere I could see only your people, Comrade Kim Il Sung. I 
thought you must be quite old. However, people told me that it was not true and that 
you were a youth in your twenties and very strong. So I resolved to visit you, but gave 
up the idea.” 


The reason that Choe Chang Ik left Onsong for Seoul was that he knew that we 
disliked factions and did not compromise with factionalists like him. 


Following the formation of the party organization, I guided the meeting of the 
political workers and those in charge of the underground revolutionary organizations 
from various areas including the six towns before starting on my way back. We 
crossed the river by ferry from the Ojong ferry. My heart was much lighter than on my 
way to the homeland. I felt like soaring high up into the sky now that everything had 
turned out as I had wished. My visit to the homeland at the risk of my life was 
something worthwhile. 


The week we spent in the homeland was an important period which proved that the 
revolutionary line we had put forward in Kalun was a correct one acceptable to all. It 
was as if we had had our line judged by the people at home. 


From that time the people of Onsong remained always faithful to us. 


Having crossed the River Tuman in safety L guided by O Jung Hwa, reached 
Chaoyangcun, Yanji County, going via Liangshuiquanzi and Changgou. Together 
with Longjing, Chaoyangcun was a place where we were exerting the greatest 
influence in the Yanji area. 


Ma Tuk Han and Ra Il, members of the secretariat of the party and YCLK in the 
Jiandao area, were working in Chaoyangcun. Rim Chun Chu, who later worked as a 
member of the party committee of the Korean People's Revolutionary Army, also 
conducted revolutionary work here as *Rim Chun Bong - Physician of the Pongchun 
Dispensary.” Before coming to Yanji, he had been arrested for being involved in a 
student incident and was sent to prison. Working as a doctor of traditional Korean 
medicine, he carried out the duty of liaising between the party and YCLK secretariat 
in the Jiandao area and various counties. 


At that time I met Rim Chun Chu for the first time, in Chaoyangcun. He, who had 
managed to acquire skill in traditional Korean medicine at a young age, quite 
impressed me. Thanks to his skill in traditional Korean medicine, our guerrillas got a 
lot of help throughout the anti - Japanese armed struggle. 
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The May 30 Uprising and the August 1 Uprising had caused a big loss to the 
revolutionary organizations in Yanjt. Here the enemy’s terror had been more 
overpowering than in Dunhua. Many who had been making the revolution lost heart 
and hesitated, and those people who were not sufficiently awakened, clamoured that 
“they were being brought to ruin because of the communist party.” 


I met leading cadres of the party and YCLK such as Ma Tuk Han, Ra Il and Rim 
Chun Chu and discussed the problem of eliminating the consequence of the Left 
adventurist machinations as soon as possible and further expanding and 
strengthening the revolutionary struggle. 


After leaving Onsong I did not go straight to Wujiazi but went as far as 
Chaoyangcun via Liangshuiquanzi. This was because I foresaw that this area would 
be the field of our future armed struggle. I had done some preparatory work for laying 
the mass foundation in Onsong, Wangqing and Yanji of an armed struggle in the 
future. 


Afterwards this area became the most reliable base of the anti - Japanese war, as 
we had foreseen.
